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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 19 \s rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 19 recites the limitation "the upper side of said said 

bottom plate" in lines 3-4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for the limitation "the 

upper side", and additionally, "said said bottom plate" is ambiguous claim language. 

Furthermore, line 7 contains the phrase "hollow projecting portion being projecting" , 

which is also considered ambiguous claim language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sadowski et 
al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0006349. Sadowski et al. discloses 
essentially all that is claimed, including a fuel pressure vessel mounting system (1), 
shown overall in Figure 1a, for mounting fuel vessels to a structure (i.e. vehicles of 
various types) [such vehicles inherently having a frame and overall body structure], the 
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mounting system comprising: a flat [plate] bottom structure (100) and longitudinal walls 
[brackets] (2) mounted on an upper side [surface] of the bottom structure (100); and 
pressurized fuel tanks [vesse/s] (3) mounted on the upper side of the bottom structure 
(100) [via brackets (2) and notches (15)] so as to contact the longitudinal walls (2), the 
pressurized fuel tanks (3) having hollow projecting portions [cylinder neck ends] (4) 
formed in end portions of the tanks (3) and the hollow projecting portions (4) projecting 
beyond the longitudinal walls (2), as can be seen in Figure 7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 and 15-18 allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to newly added claim 19 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Erickson, U.S. Patent No. 6,715,195, discloses a material 
delivery system trailer that includes a flat deck supporting a tank structure.
